A ttendants at the field saw the 
plane circle overhead In order to 
m ake a landing into the wind. which 
was 
rough 
Suddenly, 
when 
the 
eraft was directly over the plant of 
the Texas Com pany, on Commerce 
avenue. G arden Cliv. it dived from 
a height of about 200 feet. 
Employes of the Texas Com pany 
rushed w ith hand extinguishers to 
th e plane, bu* the lieut prevented 
them from approaching it for some 
tim e

down, they found the bodies of Mc­

Lisbon <AP>—Former King Man­ 
uel of Portugal is the richest mem­ 


ber of royalty in the world. 
The 
forty 
year 
old 
sovereign 
who, since 
his dethronement 
in 
1910, has been holding 
a 
sort 
of 
royal court in London, is said by his 
friends to be worth upward of $50- 
000.000 in real estate alone. 
In addition he is a 
large 
bond­ 
holder in various Portuguese. B rit­ 
ish and French companies and also 
possesses 
valuable 
collections 
of 
jewels, 
oil-paintings, 
rare 
tapes­ 
tries, miniatures and 
priceless old 
coins 
Unlike other exiled kings. Man­ 
uel has been allowed to retain all 
his estates and other property in 
Portugal 
The annual income from 
these Is said to 
exceed 
$1.000 000 
The former sovereign's mother. ex- 
Queen 
Amelia, who 
is 
living 
in 
France, also has immense holding' 
in real 
estate in 
Portugal, 
which 
yield her a large income. 
Although Manuel bas never for­ 
mally abdicated, it us 
declared 
bv 
by supporters of the present repub­ 
lic that the handsome 
exile 
has 
little chance of ever regaining the 
throne which, up to the time he was 
dethroned, had been occupied by tin- 
Bragunza dynasty 
tor 
more than 
three hundred and fifty years. 
These adherents of the republic 
argue that Portugal has made more 
progress in the twenty years under 
republican 
governments 
than Tot­ 
ally similar period in monarchistic 
tunes, and that therefore the Por­ 
tuguese people as a whole do not 
favor a return of the king 
Moreover, the dictatorial govern­ 
ment of General Carmona has sup­ 
pressed 
all 
active 
monarchistic 
elements within Portugal, the only 
important royalists now residing in 
France or England, where it is said 
they can do little to overthrow the 
existing militaristic regime in Lis­ 
bon. 
Throughout his long exile. Man­ 
uel, who succeeded to 
tne 
throne 
after 
the 
assassination 
of 
his 
father and brother rn 190o has con­ 
ducted himself in a way to win the 
approval of even some sworn ene­ 
mies of the monarchy. 
He has not 
identified himself 
with any imm ­ 
inent for restoration of the dynas­ 
ty, nor has he 
associated 
himself 


with any other enemies of the re­ 
public. 
It was because of his exemplary 
attitude in that respect 
that 
the 
republic lias allowed him to retain 
his properties in Portugal. 
The exiled king and his mother 
have also won general 
public ap­ 
probation by continued support of 
Portuguese 
charities 
and 
public 
enterprises. 
Only recently Manuel 
turned 
over to 
charities here all 
the proceeds from his recent me­ 
moirs 
which 
were 
published 
in 
England. 
Similarly Queen Amelia 
devoted to the aid of Portuguese 
sufferers 
from 
tuberculosis 
the 
money derived from the sale of a 
book of poetry which she wrote in 
Fiance.
